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FOREWORD. 

A well-established system of procedure is essential to expedi- 
tion and efficiency in legislation. Uncertainty and the lack of 
standardized forms encourage digression and delay, and obstruc- 
tion is always fostered and fortified by difficulty or delay in 
finding the law. 

The time of the House is too valuable, the scope of its enact- 
ments too far-reaching, and the constantly increasing pressure 
of its business too great to justify lengthy and perhaps acri- 
monious discussions of questions of procedure which have been 
authoritatively decided in former sessions. 

The purpose of this book is to provide a portable synopsis of 
the procedure of the House for use on the floor where the authori- 
ties and sources, because of their bulk and diversity, are not 
always instantly available. While comprehensiveness and de- 
tail have been sacrificed to brevity and accessibility, no notable 
decision has been omitted, and each topic is for practical pur- 
poses a complete r^um6 of the procedure on that siubject. 

Citations are to the Manual (§ 500), Hinds' Precedents 
(Y, 5000), the Ck>ngress, session, and page (65-a-5000), of the 
Congressional Record and the temporary Record (June 1, 1919). 

EiVen those thoroughly conversant with the law of the House 
will find these citations convenient in locating quickly the deci- 
sions with which they are familiar.

AMENDMENTS. 

AmeHdmenti mnit he redneed to writing on demand (V, 6S00), and tko 
preTalling practiee reqvlres them to ie submitted in writing, especially In 
Committee of the Whole. Blanks for the purpose ase proTlded at the Clerk's 
desk and at the majority and minority tables, althongh no tot form Is 
required, and amendments to minor propositions or oral motions are fre- 
quently oflTered Terhally. 

THE FOUS FORMS. 

While only one amendment may he offered at a ttane (Y, S756), and amend- 
ments In the Iftird degree are not admitted (T, 6764, 6769), fbur motions 
la the flrat and seeond degrees may be pending simultaneously (T, 676S, 
6786), as follows: (a) Amendment, (b) amendment to the amendment, 
(e) substitute for the amendment, and (d) amendment to the substitute. 
The amendment must, of course, be offered first, and the snbstltnto beforo 
the amendment to the substitute, but otherwise there Is no rule goremlnf 
the order In which the Tarlons motions may be offered (T, 6787).

"Reserving the right to object, on what subject does the 
gentleman propose to extend remarks? " 

" Mr. Speaker, I ask unanimous consent to extend my remarks

an article, address, communication, account, etc.]." 

"Mr. Speaker, I ask unanimous consent that all Members 
[speaking on the bill] have five legislative days in which to 
extend remarks in the Record [to be confined to the bill]." 



The practice Is to allow Keaben to ettt tho rcforten' tnwertptfoB of 
their remarks before it Is sent to the printer (T» ef71, 7034), b«t sveh 
rcTision shall aot affeet the remarks of another Heaber (▼, 61^71-4974). 
and no Member Is entitled to Ini^eci the remarks of another Hember with- 
held for reTlsIon not refleetln; on himself (T, 6964). 

It Is also enstomary, on aeconnt of Its large membership and the limited 
time aTallable, for the House at times to grant nnanimons oonsent to Hembors, 
either sererallj or generallf, to Insert In the Beeord speeches not aetnally 
dellrered on the floor (T, 6990, 7000). This right may be granted In- 
dirldnal Members In the Committee of the Whole, bnt a reqnest for general 
leave is in order In the House only (T, 7009, 7010), and may bo made 
conditionally (T, 7002, 7008). 

In order to Insure publication In the Beeord for the current day, eopj 
taken out. for revision or matter to be inserted, mnst reach the Printing 
Office not later than midnight (Y, 7024). 

UNDEB LEAVE TO PBINT A HEMBEB MAT NOT—

Clerk at the Speaker's table under the direction of the Speaker (§882; IT,

Resolutions of State legislatures are recei?ed as memorials (IT, 8826, 
8827), and are referred by the Clerk at the Speaker's Table under the 
direction of the Speaker. Ordinary petitions follow the course of prl?ate 
bills and are indorsed for reference by the Member presenting them (§827, 
828). 

TO CALENDARS. 

Bills reported from committees are referred to the Calendars (§729) 
by the Journal Clerk under the direction of the Speaker (§780; IT, 8115). 

A bill Is on the calendar as soon as referred, although It may not appear 
on the printed calendar (July 22, 1919). 

AdTcrse reports do not go to the calendars except by direction of the 
committee at the time, or on the request of a Member made ivithln three 
days (IV, 8116). [Under the rule, bills reported adyersely and not 
so placed upon the calendar, are laid on the table (§731 ; IV, 3116).} 

A bill improperly reported Is not entitled to a place on the calendar (I>,

PriTate bills deal with specified indiTidaals, corporations, institBtions* etc., 
while pnbli^ bills deal with indiTidaals by classes only (in, 2614; 17, 8885, 
3289). 

2. The Union Calendar, to which are referred public bills raising reTenne 
or proriding a charge in money or other property against or releasing 
liability to the Oovernment, is considered In the Committee of the Wbole 
HoDse on the state of the Union (§729, 848; IT, 4792). 

To be eligible to the Union Calendar a bill must show on Its face that it 
IbtoItcs a charge (IT, 4811-4817). That it may Inyolye a charge (IT, 
4809), or incidentally InToUes a charge (IT, 4810), or a charge is merely 
a mater of specnlatlon (IT, 4818-4821), is not snfflcient. Bot if olrenm- 
stances are involved which would ultimately require expenditure it goea to the 
Union Calendar (IT. 4827). 

8. The House Calendar, to which are referred public bills neither raising 
revenue nor providing a charge against the Government, is considered in the 
House. 

Public bilb which incidentally (IT, 4810), possibly (IT, 4818), bat not 
necessarily (IT, 4809-4811), involve a charge against the Government, go to 
the House Calendar. 

4. The Unanimous-Consent Calendar provides an opportunity for considera- 
tion by common consent of bills from the House and Union Calendars, to the 
passage of wlffih there is no objection (§782). 

Private Calendar bills are not eligible to the Unanimous-Consent Calendar 
(§782). 

6. The Discharge Calendar has proven to be impracticable, and while a 
few bills are entered each Congress for parliamentary purposes it is practically 
obsolete (§788, 884A).
